I his action can be traced directly 
to the issuance yesterday of a state­ 
ment by Rev. Tipple, pastor of the 
American Methodist church, in which 
opportunity was taken for the at­ 
tack upon the Roman church. Mr. 
Roosevelt does not propose to he 
used by any one to the disparagement 
of any one else.

his departure made public a state­ 
ment in which he lifted the Vatican 
episode out of the realm of person­ 
ality, and gave it world-wide signifi­ 
cance.

All that there said, I desire to 
reiterate with my whole power.” 
I am able to state that Col, Roose- 
vent regards the statement of the 
Methodists here as simply scurrilous. 
He feels that while, of course, the 
Methodists in no shape or way justi­ 
fied the Vatican on its attitude in 
connection with his audience with the 
Pope, the statement made last night 
by the Methodists rendered it out 
of the question for him to have any­ 
thing to do with them. 
Exactly as Col. Roosevelt is ab­ 
solutely certain that the majority of 
the American Catholics would repudi­ 
ate the action of Cardinal Merry del 
Val, so is he certain that a great 
majority of the Methodists will re­ 
pudiate what was done by the Meth­ 
odists here. 
No Methodist Dictation. 
Whether or not the Catholics or 
Methodists believe, as he hopes they 
believe, in the justice of hts action 
in the two incidents, he stands, and 
will stand absolutely upon the prin­ 
ciples he has announced. He would 
no more submit to dictation, by the 
X atican than to dictation by the Meth­ 
odist organization here as by the 
Vatican. Exactly as he refused to 
give the Vatican the slightest promisp 
of any kind, so when the .Methodist 
organization misbehaved he instants 
refused to have anything to do with 
it.

woman, burled

garden. 


Mitchell's brains had been knocked 
out with a club and his body 
since Dec. 24, it is believed.
